Barbary and Spain. 



In view of the unsettled relations between 
Morocco and France and Spain, the follow- 
ing information concerning Baroaty will be 
interesting to our readers. It is taken from 
the Philadelphia Inquirer : 

It appears that Harbary contains a very 
mi.ved mass of inhabitants, and is, therefore, 
not likely to be defended with any chance 
of suc(^ess, although the Emperor is said to 
have enormous wealth in his treasury. His 
ualion is divided into tribes, like other Mus- 
sulman States. The principal city is Mera- 
kacti. It has thirty thousand inhabitants, is 
one hundred leagues south of Ceuta, in a 
large plain, surrounded by a wall, with tow- 
ers, and defended by three old castles. 
iMof^ador, the principal lactory, has a good 
port, nearly closed by bars, and was once 
tioniharded bv ihe French : i; lia.s eit;htecn 
thousand iiiliabitaiils. Fez, the capital, on 
a river of the same name, in the norlli, i.i 
the largest, richest and most beautiful city 
of ancient Mauritania, with considerable 
manufactures and commerce, and eighty or 
ninety thousand souI.h. IMe(piiiu!Z, lilteen 
leagues from il, has twenty llionsand, a tri- 
ple wall round it and the palace, (.'oniaining 
the Emperor's treasure, estimated at fifteen 
millions of dollars — ^in coin, bars of gold, 
silver and precious stones. vXaradir, or 
Santa Cruz, in .Sus, has the largest anil 
liiie.tt port in the F.mpire. Tnlta, on the 
ea.sleii; slopi- of the main Atla.5, has ton 
thousand inhabitants, and an annual fair, 
whtm the pilgrims return fiom Mecca. Old 
Sale, with a population of ten ttiousand, 
siaiuls on the Bnrngieh, on the Atlantic, and 
has a re;:ular commerce, lhon:;li fo rnerly a 
nest of pir.iles. New Sale, or Kiilialli. is on 
l\w left bank, and has twenty-tour thousand 
souls. Holli places are forlitied with a vast 
circuit of walls, flanked with foils, between 
the two Spanish fortresses on the coast, 
Penon del Velez and Ceuta, is Tetuan, a 
port much frequented, and inhabited by 
.\liiors and .lt!Ws, who trade willi Spaiii.sli 
pons, h i populalion is t wel vir or loii i teen 
liiousand. Tangier, on the 5>trails. and near 
the Ailantic, is a poor place, defended by 
two castles, and the residence of the foreign 
Consuls. Tatilet. on the easierii slope of 
.Atlas, has fifteen or Iwenly thniisand inliabi- 
taiils. Th(! people in llu^ counlry, and even 
III the towns, aie poor and miserable, are 
lahorers or shepheids generally, and livt! ill 
wrelched haliilalious. Each tribe has its 
own eliief. and the Emperor collects his tri- 
hule by a liiiard of blacks, who enforce pay- 
ment, ollen with violence. The will of the 
Sovereii;u is siijireine law. The masters 
tyrannize over Cinistiaii slaves and .lews. 
.And this, remaiks the Seiior Auiurie, "is 
the ma::ni(icenl country in u liieli the Mar- 
ipiis de la Eiisanada wduiI. ted that our 
ancestors did not unileriake to establi.sli 
themselves, instead of going to the coni|iiesi 
of America, which was the cause of the de- 
population and annihilation of Spain."

A somewhat dilTerent class of 
rrguh'ions being r quired tor llie working 
of ihcae " bench diggings," a proclamation 
bearing date the 6th' inst.,"ihai9'be6n issued 
jcspisoting them. The firstlseotioh in this 
proclamation excepts these " bench dig- 
gij'gsj^oiit of the slass of " dry diggingsl'^to 
.which the former Act referred. Section' 2 
'directs the Gold Commisaioiier to register 
claims either one huiulred feet square, or 
else a strip of land twenty-five feet wide 
from the nver bank back to the foot of the 
descent in the rear. Section 3 empowers 
the Commis.Hioner in cases where the 
benches are narrow, to mark the claim as 
he thinks fit, so a.' to give miners adequate 
scope fo; their operations. Section 4 allows 
two olajms to. be registered by one miner, 
in 'cikses where the pay dirt is thin or claims 
are in small demand, &o., and sanctions 
extension of time fur non-working either one 
of such claims. No one is to be permitted 
to hold mora than two claims of the legal 
size a{* one tihie. Section 5 guards the 
rights of way and water, and prohibits the 
working of any mine within ten feet of a 
road, unless by special permission of the 
Gold Commissioner. Section (i prescribes 
the size of "troughs," the quap.tily of water 
that may be taken into a ditch, and the mode 
of measurement at the ditch-head. 

We shall be fjlad to receive and give ex- 
pression to the views ofpiactical miners, in 
regard to these regulations. A number of 
miners are passing the winter hero, atid it 
would doubtless interest the peblic, and 
tend to hasten the development of the coun- 
try, for tbetn to communicate the results of 
their experience or observations in the 
search for the precious metal. 

Salt Spring Election. 

The game the govetnment is playing in 
regard to this District is too transparent to 
be deceptive as le the object — to get a ma- 
jority by fair means or foul. Although 
quite a number of the electors live here, not 
a word has been dropped as to the day on 
which the election would be held. Thus a 
foul wrong is inflicted on the constituency, 
and,if the tiovernment nominee is returneJ, 
it will be still more so.\ Mr. Copland, a 
' candidate who is far more deserving of tlie 
position of a representative than Mr. Soutii- 
gate, left for Salt Sprini; Island on Saturdav, 
not being able to learn the day ol election. It 
is presumed however that it will take place 
to-day, as Mr. Souihgate, attended by Mr 
Gary, loft for theroy esierJay, the latter cast- 
ing his vote for the Hudt^oii Bay candidates in 
our county election. After Mr. Copliind's 
exposure of the corruption in re-opening lha 
registration, contrary to lnw, it is not aston- 
ishing that Mr. Gary lends liis assistauce to 
oppose the return of that i^eiitleman. 

An influential and intelligent colored 
correspondent lets out to-day in his letter 
the secret why the colored vote was not 
cast for the Reform party. "Reform was a 
secondary consideration" to them ! " Who 
will best sustain En^^lisli principles in their 
operations'afrr<oting us," says he, is the rea- 
■on why Carjr and Franklin gut our votes. 
What English prinoiple regarding Ihii class 
'was in danger no one can discover. Wo 
do however sea a well known Yankee 
principle sustained by theni — the principle 
of ignorant forotgners in the hands of 
demagogues casting ilh'ual voles. Will 
G. VV. M tell the publif, in his ne.\t 
letter, how Mr. Gary iiifinuuceil iheni to 
register their votes'! How eiglileen col- 
oied foreigners coutd within a fo'.v day; 
of registration become Htitish siibjevts ! 
Strange transformation is it not ? Taininaiiy 
Hall never made ArneriL'an oitizens in New 
York in quicker lime. These, certainly, are 
not the EngHsh principles "aflectiMg us?" 
Crying down Americanism, as certain col- 
ored orators did lately, and that immediately 
lifter upholding by their votes, one of the 
most ^es^ruotiye of Tammany vices, iscer- 
Miniy notaiTair vray to recommend the down- 
trodden African in Vancouver Island. We 
advise'thVooiored (wpulation to come out 
withthefacti, as to who deceived them, and 
not iiijuro their own position in the coimiin- 
nity, by attempting- to hide polilical corrup- 
tion. The declamation cf G. W. M.agai st 
Yankeedom will not have much weight with 
the public, if he persists ihToJiowing . Yankee 
" notions."

Meeting of the Colored People. 

A meeting of the colored inhabitants of 
this town was held, according to announce- 
ment, in the Gongregatioiial Lecture Room 
on Thursday evening last. The^ object of 
the gathering was to make some expression 
in retereneo to the lalo troubles in Virginia, 
and to manifest sympathy with the family 
of Ossawatamio Brown. Some eulogies were 
pronounced upon the leader at Harper's 
Ferry, but it w s concluded, in view of the 
e.tciled sinte of the public mind consequent 
on the elei^tion, to postpone for the pre-ent, 
any action by way of resolutions, Jto. Mr. 
Wilby suggested thatas miiny white persons 
took a warm interest ih<the matter, the call 
for; a fa ture^^ee ting-should be made general, 
and not restricted to the colored population. 
This was agreed to. 

Rev. Mr. Glatke asked leave to make a 
few observations in reference to the state- 
ments of Mr. Gl.'urchill respecting him at 
the meeting of colored people in .lohnsoii 
street, on iSatiirdny night last. He showed 
how unfounded were all insinuations that he 
w.is insincere in his defence of the equal 
religious rights of this portion of tho coin- 
nuinity, and reflected very severely on ihe 
conduct of Mr. Macfie and his suppoiiets 
" in attempting now to cajole the colored 
people into attendance at their place of wor- 
ship, after denying them religious equality 
in th>- house of God." This led to a some- 
what warm discussion, in which iMaj. Dow- 
hie and others tooV part, and by whitli the 
meeting was detained until nearly eleven 
o'clock. 

Victoria County Election. 

On Tliut'sday tho cioction took place in 
this district for tho return of "throe good 
men and true." Tho ground nrnund the poll 
was patrolled by tho officers of tho Hudson 
Buy Company, and their tools in the govern- 
nient, aided and abetted by ofEccrs of the 
Sapper.- and .Miner.') ami Navy. Every in- 
tiiiiidaiion was brought to bear by tho agents 
uf the Company to securo the return nf Tol- 
inirj and Crease, ami they sueeoeded.' To 
ledger intluenee and threats of Uiking away 
land, ami leaving poor men out of einplny- 
ment may ho attriluted their success. Mak- 
ing a virtue of neressity, sonin votes wen! 
ciit-t by thorn for Mr. A. Waddiiigt'in mio of 
the Reform ciindidiitcs. But this staunch Re- 
fiirmer did not require thoir help as his pop- 
ularity with tho electors secured his election. 
When the poll closed two of the high priests 
of the H. B. Company expressed great re- 
gret that they had hot attempted to run three 
candidates, instead of two. Owing to Mr. 
Vales se;i'ling a party to the poll Vi anmiuni'e 
his intentiDii not l,i en-vc if elected, iiiiniv 
votes wore not cast fn- him that otherwise 
wiiulii have n^lunied liini.

The Champion Stands Forth,' ' 

Editok Colonist: — Tho Anglo-African 
editor of tho Gazette has folt himself called 
ujpon to defend tho colored people. Tho 
coming fbrward ns their champion admits 

the necessity of n defence. This is an •ad- 
mission for-^vhicli tho Africans will no doubt 
bo tlmnkCul, and, -vvith their usual dis- 
crimination, consider us greatly .strongtlien- 
ing their po.silion. But if they really need 
a defcder -wuiild it not ho well fur them to 
choose one with brains enough to advance or 
refute i-.n argument '.' The cnlunin and a half 
of ''bo.sh" in yesterday's Gazette, so far as 
it refers to my letter, is a distorted repetition 
ofsome things I did say, and of ridiculous 
inforencea^ drawn from several things I did 
not say, and which no one less a fool than the 
editor of the Gazette would Bay." I denied 
no right to the colored citizen, -which the 
British Government gives to the white. I 
simply intimated thut colored people rarely 
know what their rights are or how to use 
them for their own good ; that tlirough want 
of knowledge, they become tho easy dupes 
of dcmngogues, array tliemselvcs against tho 
ruling race, and tlms staml in tho way of 
their own welfare. If any further evideiiee 
of the truth of liiy .statements is needed than 
the feeling at this moment existing amongst 
two-thirds of the British inhabitants of Vic- 
toria, it may be found in the column and a 
half of froth which tho Gazette editor has 
deemed necessary to throw out as a de- 
fence. It was the truth that so worried tlie 
hlaeks and tlieir doughty editorial cham- 
pion.

A great deal that is hasty and 
intemperate 'in tlisappointed aspirants may 
bo pardoned to tlie heat of the moment ; hut 
thc) disposition exhibited in your cohunns in 
every 's-ue since the election, to malign 
and misrepresent ns, has indnceil us In lay 
before the c(inirnnnily onr views : and as it 
is no inten'.ion of ours to oonliiuie a news- 
paper or ottiei controversy upon this subject, 
it would be well for "Shears" to take a 
note of it for future reference. 

The colored people plant thoraselves by 
the side of and to the British Constitution, 
and principles, .the spirit and essence of 
which are, political and religious equality ;

we leave the impartial to iletertrnne. 
,.„ Justice, •. (lemnnds that we ailmit iliai 
among Mr. DeCosmos' .-uppurters can lie 
found Englishmen as true and pure upon 
the great subject of a common brotherhood 
as any who voted against him. [Un they 
are not the men who now pursue ns wiih 
sueh fientlisli mali;:nity and base ndsrep- 
reseiiiation. 

" Shears" (the polislu-.l •• Shears '') say-^ 
the only questi{)ii lliev a^ked was '• who is 
most friendly lo ihi; iiii;i;iT 
' The question we niailf prominent, and 
over shall, was: "who wiU bi->l .-nstuin 
English principles in iheir opei-alions alh.n't- 
inyi us." Now here we stand iiiakinL.' the 
cry of reform, fancied or real, a secondary 
consideration ! being well satisfied that the 
interests of the Colony will suffer no detri- 
ment from fiuph a position. For we dis- 
believe, and shall persistently refuse to ac. 
knowledge that all the intelligence and le:z- 
islalive wisdom is boniid np in the carcasse- 
of neuro-'ialers. Passing- by ma chari'e cl 
t- bribery, " vile com |)ai- !.'' " voting lor I he 
devil," (hy .-imidy remarking cn pii.iMxt that 
we did not do it.) We coiri'- (o an imleli 
liile annjntit of myth cuIIh,! ~nc!al eiinahiy.'' 
for the pinmisi! of which we are lohl we 
have b''oui;h! destniclio.n upcni the Colony, 
ami the devil npon oiuselvi'.s-. 

Fur the i n forni.iliou 'it" •■ .■shears," \\\\n 
.seems ipilti; iiliiii-e npiin ;hi' sficial suhjec!. 
welieheve -(iri;d ii-!ils ;i. I'l; beyoini ihe 
reach of legiil.ilion, and ever will be : liiai 
eyery man is the best judge of who :?l;,dl 
form a portion of his Preside oirciu ; ami wi' 
have no quarrel with him, and ref<pect him 
none the less that he does not bid us wel- 
come. There is us much distinction among 
whites as between whiles and colored, and 
ever will be. 

Again we "e.vbiblt a sballowness by bidnLr 
down npon evi.'rythin:^ American." Sln^ar.s 
."houhi leiniMrd er the adrnnnitiori (d Junius, 
who conii'^elied his opponents " never to 
bring into ohvi'i vatiiMi a character that can- 
not jjass without condi'mnatiori.'' 

The United .^tate- is a despotism. One 
oulnfevi'ry six of the iiihabilanis aii' for- 
bidden by statue to learn tlii; wiir,| i>( 
the (iod who made them. It is the 
hot-bed, the very e(!sspool of political cor- 
ruplioii, and its every ruling toward us has 
been illiberal and unjust. This hydra- 
(hiidUed.p'rejudice Has pui'stielil^ us> to this 
connlry,; and attempts to assert its suprem- 
acy thrbogH every 1 amification of society. 
This we are emphatically down upon, anil 
wdiun we cease to bo down npon it, we arc 
fit to be scouted from every lihiMty-lovinu' 
cominniiity. 

We believe it to bo true that tlie Aine- 
lican respectability of thi.s town ict'iaitied 
from interfering in tliis election pro or ro;i, 
and it is also true that scallereil thiongli 
the length and breailth of the United States, 
are Americans who for sterling worth, inte- 
grity, luul love of the right, rogardle:s,s nf 
■oomplexioti,;ijBnnbt' bo. excelled by any on 
the '|lbb^. ''' Men \ihe»e virtues many here, 
vrho claini tQ be .Eh^IisJtimen, , would do well 
to imitate. But these are the exceptions in 



die United St;ites. It is tl o rule with wh'ch 
we have to ibi and not wit i the e.xceptions. 

t\'e are opposed to Ami ri lan rule ns it 
afh'c.ls us. We are opposed o that idass of 
men, evoii if they call Itiomselves English- 
men, who syinpaibjijiQ^^)vii)ii^iJjat ruje, or 
who can copy the vices of Americans. In 
a word, a man who ''pays so little regard to 
genteel orthography' as , to spoil, negro with 
two g's is,'noi|likoly;to ob|aih:avyery.. warm 
support'!fro'm:(So'oT«d voteri'f:.r'v,'i ;*!'; '(."'.Jii 
Re8pectfujly,!..'si;)i,,.; G. W. M.
